1. The reply filed June 15, 2009, has been received and entered. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 14- 
17, 19, 20, 22, 23, 27-32, 34, and 35 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 14-17, 19, 20, 22, 23, 27-32, 34, and 35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' arguments filed February 12, 2009, (Remarks pp. 11-15), have been 

considered and are persuasive. The prior art of record fails to fairly suggest the modification of 
bytecode at methods that contain entry/exit points between services specifically including a 
database connectivity service, a transport protocol service that an application server is coupled 
to, and a web based service that is implemented with a web page and a business logic 
component. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
